2. Requestsfor Proposds are used to meet needs for space. Because thislegidation requires that a
downtown preference be included in the evauation process, adminigtrative rules would be written
addressing the preference criteria.

3. Oncethe preference criteria are written, there could be the possibility that agencies leasing space would
pay a premium for downtown space. This premium is known to vary with location, but atypica
differentid isthree dollars per square foot per year.

"Rentrates’ charged to agencies would be caculated with a new leasing function and included in the
fixed cogts digtributed to agencies in the 2005 biennium.
